In 
any event, on December 12, the day 
fixed for the first reading of the bud- 
get, Count von Buelow will seize the 
opportunity of showing Germany's 
high appreciation of the friendly tone 
of the message. Late this afternoon 
Count von Buelow authorized the As- 
sociated Press correspondent to send 
to the United States the following as 
his impression of the message: 

“Count von Buelow regards the mes- 
sage as an enunciation memorable. in 
the development of German-American 
friendship. The warm tone in which 
the President speaks of our mutual re- 
lation hag created here the. best im- 
pression, and one may be sure that the 
aympathies exhibited by the President 
for Germany are here sincerely recip- 
rocated.

FIGHT ON THE ELECTION LAW. 

{A. P. DAY REPORT.1 

FRANKFORT, Dec.. 6.—The_ chief 
subject of argument is on the right 
of the commissioners to go behind the 
certified election returns for Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant-Governor when 
sitting as a contesting board, and the 
right. of the commissioners to receive 
amended returns. Yesterday the Dem- 
ocrats allowed without comment the 
vote of Nelson county to be tabulated, 
but it was for the purpose of making 
a hard fight upon it later on.

JUDGE BURCH LOOKING AFTER OUR 
INTERESTS. 


Rio Grande Irrigation Dispute Back 
in the Las Cruces Court—Mexican 
Government Claims the English 
Syndicate’s Scheme is in Violation 
of the Guadalupe Treaty. 


[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] - 


CHICAGO, Dec. 6.—A special to the }, 


Record from the City of Mexico, says: 

“Judge Marsden C. Burch of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., arrived in the City of 
Mexico today. He comes as special 
counsel for the Department.of Justice 
at Washington on an errand relating 
to the Rio Grande Valley irrigation 
dispute, the only point of disagree- 
ment between the United States and 
Mexico, the latter country having filed 
a claim for $20,000,000 damages. The 
normal flow of the Rio Grande for cen- 
turies has been sufficient for the peo- 
ple on both sides adjoining. During 
the last few years, the irrigation of 
Colorado and New Mexico has con- 
sumed so much from the headwaters 
that the stream along the international 
boundary has been lowered  propor- 
tionately. Above and below El Paso, 
the ancient irrigation ditches are now 
dry and fertile fields and orchards are 
a waste. This is: the basis of the 
claim of Mexico. 

“The American government has en- 
deavored to. arrange the question on 
its equities. During President Cleve- 
land’s administration, an English syn- 
dicate started to dam the river at 
Elephant Butte, 125 miles above El 
Paso, and thus to control water for 
irrigation. The syndicate offered to 
sell the water thus impounded in its 
reservoir to farmers for 200 miles 
down the valley on the American side. 
The Mexican government claimed the 
scheme was a violation of the Guada- 
lupe treaty, and an injunction was 
filed on the British company on behalf 
of both countries. 

‘Meantime, at the suggestion of Gen. 
Anson Mills, negotiations were com- 
menced for the building of an interna- 
tional dam near E! Paso, whereby the 
ancient water rights might be equitably 
restored. The English company 
fought the government scheme. The 
injunction obtained was dissolved by 
the territorial courts of New Mexico, 
but the Supreme Court of the United 
States reversed the decision, and the 
case was reopened before the court at 


Las Cruces in the governmental de- 
fense. 

“The Rio Grande is classed as a 
navigable stream, and the claim is 


made that the English dam would im-. 
pair the usefulness of the river. Judge 
Burch is here to obtain proof on this 
head, and will appear for the United 


States at Las Cruces court, Decem- 

ber 12.’’

SAN FRANCISCO, Dee. 6.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] _ Upon the arrival of 
the steamer Santa Rosa this morning, 
from Santa Barbara, Samuel Case, a 
13-year-old boy, was arrested by Officer 
James McGowan on a warrant charg- 
ing him with grand larceny. Case is 
wanted in El Rio, Ventura county, 
where he and another boy are accused 
of the theft of a horse and buggy. 

In his cell at the Harbor Police Sta- 
tion this morning little Case, who is 
very bright for one of his years, stated 
that he resides in Los Angeles with 
his family. He has a brother in this 
city and another in Oakland. 

According to the story told by Case, 


“he was induced last Sunday by Fred 


Brown to take a bicycle ride from 
Los Angeles to Calabasas. - Case says 
that Brown stole two bicycles, but he 


-did not know it until after he started. 


Upon their arrival in Calabasas Brown 
traded the bicycles to a farmer for a 
broken-down horse and buggy. They 
then drove‘to El Rio and stopped in 
front of achurch. There was.a horse 
and buggy in front of the church and 
Brown told Case that the rig belonged 
to his sister. 
jumped into the peasy and drove to 
Santa Barbara. 

The steamer Santa Rosa “arrived 
there yesterday and Case asked Capt. 
Alexander to allow him to come to 
this city to visit his brothers. Capt. 
Alexander consented and the boy came 
up as a passenger. The authorities 
learned of his departure, and tele- 
graphed to Chief Lees to arrest him. 
He will be taken back at once. Case 
says that Brown has already served 
sixty days in jail for stealing a bi- 
cycle. 


WEATHER AND CROPS. 
NO FROST DAMAGE REPORTED. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 6.—The fol- 


lowing summary of the weather and 


crop conditions existing in California 
for the past week has been prepared 
by the Department of Agriculture: 
Excépt in portions of the San Joa- 
quin Valley the iemperature for the 
week averaged 5 deg. above the nor- 
mal; warm rains and cool nights, with 


light frosts, prevailed during the lat-, 


ter part of the week. Light showers 
occurred on Tuesday and Wednesday 
in the central and northern portions of 
the State. Conditions have been favor- 
able for all kinds of farm work; plow- 
ing and seeding have been resumed in 
nearly ‘ali sections, and orchards con- 
tinue pruning. 

Orange picking, and shipping -have 
progressed rapidly in the Sacramento 
Valley and at Porterville. The first 
shipment of Duarte oranges will be 
made this week; in portions of South- 
ern California the coloring of oranges 
progresses very slowly, and there are 
occasional reports that fruit is not full. 
Sugar beets are nearly all gathered, 
and are rapidly going to the factories. 
Early-sown grain is making satisfac- 
tory growth. The grain acreage for 
the coming season will probably be 
much larger than last season's. Grass 
continues to grow rapidly, and greéen 
feed is abundant in all sections. Frosts 
have caused, no Fvapsctosiashae so far as re-

FOR EQUIPMENT. 

(A. P. DAY REPORT.1 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today 
gave a hearing to the representativ es 
of the several companies asking for a 
further extension of the time allowed 
the railroads to equip their lines with 
safety appliances. Two years ago -the 
commission granted an extension until 
January 1, 1900. The further extension 
asked for at the present time is one 
year. The representatives of various 
labor organizations were also present 

to offer their side of the case. 
Representatives of about a hundred 
roads were in attendance. John K. 
Cowan, president of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, representing, as chairman, 
eighty-eight other roads, having 540,000 
miles of lines, made the opening argu- 
ment. He said that June 1, 1899, 211,- 
268 freight-cars out of 2,268,000 engaged 
in interstate commerce, were ‘not 
equipped with safety apparatus. Since

TELEPHONE AND TELEGRAPH. 


TWO INSTRUMENTS COMBINED 
IN A GERMAN DEVICE. 


[New York Sun:] The comparatively 
sudden introduction of the telephone 
into the military world, and its remark- 
ably extended use after introduction, 
have led to a series of valuable im- 
provements, having special reference to 
ease of manipulation and certainty of 
action. The military telegraph, to meet 
the requirements of its application in 
the fields must be strong, simple in con- 
struction, and as light as possible, with 
a reliable call arrangement, and a bat- 
tery, the elements of which are strong, 
durable and chemically stable. 

The conditions of strength and sim- 
Plicity of construction, combined with 
light weight, are easily attainable, but 
the other conditions are more difficult 
to fulfill. If we were willing to sacri- 
fice a certain amount of lightness, it 
would be easy enough to obtain a relia- 
ble call arrangement by using a triple 
induction ceil, and an alternating cur- 
rent generator, but of' course the in- 
creased size and weight of the instru- 
ment is a serious objection to its use 
in the field. Again, a really good dry 
cell (to fulfill the last condition) is. yet 
to be discovered. 

These are the principal points that 
come up for consideration in any sug- 
gested improvement in field telephones, 
and they must be understood in order 
to appreciate the value of such im- 
provements. The new military tele- 
phones recently introduced by the well- 
known manufacturers of electrical ap- 
paratus, Siemens and Halske, which is 
being tested by the European armies, 
presents a number of advantages over 
previous forms. The entire outfit is 
contained in a wooden battery chest, 
8x6x3 1-3 inches, and a leather telephone 
case, 10x5x2% inches, the whole weigh- 
ing about nine pounds. The micro- 
phone (which also acts as a vibrator) is 


elbow, the cylindrical part of which 
contains the switch, the. circuit. closer 
and the key. The microphone is con- 
nected with the battery chest (which 
contains, besides the battery, the in- 
duction coil) by means of a well-in- 
sulated wire of several strands, contact 
being made by inserting a contact pin. 
The battery .consists of two Hellesen 
dry cells, type 3 (1. m. f. 1.5 volts, resist- 
ance 0.8 ohm.) 

The microphone is very sensitive and 
answers all purposes. A layer of granu- 
lated carbon is held in place by a silk 
bag and an adjustable spring. By this 
| arrangement the microphone may be 
used in any position, and the tones 
produced are clear and quite free from 
any buzzing. 

The connections at a station are so 
arranged that by closing a key and 
circuit-closer the primary current is 


territory wire of the induction coil, 
which, by weakening the permanent 
magnet in the microphone causes the 
diaphragm to move out. By this motion 
the bag of granulated carbon is elong- 
ated, diminishing its diameter and thus 
increasing its resistance, causing a re- 
verse current in the tertiary wire, and 
hence making the diaphragm move in; 
the latter motion causes the carbon bag 
to bulge out, diminishing the resist- 
ances and so on. These induced cur- 
rents are, of course, repeated in the 
secondary wire, and call -forth a dis- 
tictly audible humming sound, both in 
our own telephone and that of the cor- 
responding station. If, now, by movnig 


brought to the positon for “speaking,” 
keeping the circuit-closer closed, but 
opening the key, the electro-magnet is 
cut out, and we have merely an ordin- 
ary microphone circuit. 

The advantages of the apparatus, 
therefore, are that it requires no regu- 
lator, furnishes a clearly audible call, 
enables us, by longer and shorter pres- 
sures on the key, while the circuit- 
closer is closed) to express the dots and 
dashes of the Morse or any similar sys- 
tem, and furnishes a means of passing 
at any moment from phonic telegraphy 
to telephonic. 

Whether the telephone will ultimately 
displace the telegraph in war is still un- 
decided; but there is no doubt that the 
former, on account of its great advan- 
tages, will be used as long as it will 
work, and then, if need be, it will be 
easy enough with an apparatus like this 
of Siemens, to pass to the telegraph. 


“PETRIFIED MAN” FAKE. 


HIS ALLEGED BIRTHPLACE RE- 
FUSES TO FATHER HIM. 

[Anaconda Standard:] “Special dis- 
patches” under Anaconda date have 
recently appeared in several eastern 
papers about a petrified man which, ac- 
cording to the story, was found in the 
waters of the Missouri River near Fort 
Benton. Much interest was said to 
have been shown on account of the re- 
markably natural appearance of the 


blemish. An old-time miner and pros- 
| pector named Walton swore, according 
to the story, that the body Is that of 
Gen. Thomas Francis Meagher, “who 
on July 1, 1867, fell into the Missouri 
at Fort Benton from the deck of a 
steamboat and was drowned.” 

No newspaper man in Anaconda can 
be found who is willing to father the 
“specials,” and the supposition is that 
they were sent out by some person con- 
nected with the “show” for advertising 
purposes, it being the intention of the 
proprietor of the alleged petrifaction to 
tour it around the country.

Unfortu- 
nately for the pockets of the Standard’s 
reporters, they were obliged to reply 
to all requests that the Thomas Fran- 
cis Meagher part of the story was, to 
the best of their information and hbe- 
lief, a fake pure and‘simple. To use 
Gen. Meagher’s name in such a con- 
nection was a dastardly piece of busi- 
ness.

ORIGINALITY OF POE. 


THE MARVELOUS INDEPENDENCE 
OF HIS GENIUS. 


{Hamilton W. Mabie in the December 
Atlantic: ] 
the most obvious distinction of Edgar 
Allan Poe that his creative work 
baffles all 
torically to antecedent conditions; that 
it detached itself almost completely 
from the time and place in which it 
made its appearance, and sprang sud- 
denly and mysteriouly from a soil 
Which had never borne its like before. 

There was nothing in the America of 
the third decade of the century which 
seemed to predict “The City in the 
Sea,” “Israfel’’ ‘and the lines “To 
Helen.” It is true, work of genuine 
literary quality had been produced, and 
a notable group of writers of gift and 
quality had appeared. Irving had 
brought back the old joyousness and 
delight in life for its own sake in 
“Knickerbocker’s History of - New 
York” and in the “Sketch Book;” 
Cooper had uncovered the romantic 
element in our history in “The Spy;”’ 
Thanatopsis had betrayed an unex- 
pected touch of maturity; Emerson 
was meditating at Concord that thin 
volume on “Nature,” so full of his 
penetrating insight into the spiritual 
symbolism of natural phenomena and 
processes; Longfellow had returned 
from that first year of foreign resi- 
dence which had enriched his fancy, 
arid through the sympathetic quality of 
his mind was to make him the inter- 
preter of the old world to the new. 
Hawthorne, born five years earlier 
than Poe—so like him in certain as- 
pects of his genius, so unlike him in 
temperament and character, destined 
to divide with Poe the highest honors 
of American authorship—was hidden in 
that fortunate obscurity in which his 
delicate sensitive genius found 
perhaps the best conditions for its rip- 
ening. The ‘“Twice-Told Tales’ did 
not appear until! 1837. Lowell was a 
schoolboy, a college student and a re- 
luctant follower of the law; the “Big- 
low Papers,” his most original and dis- 
tinctive contribution to our literature, 
being still a full decade in the future. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, born in the 
same year with Poe—that Annus Mira- 
bilis which gave the world Poe, Tenny- 
son, Holmes, Lincoln, Gladstone, Dar- 
win, Mendelssohn and Chopin—had 
touched the imagination of the coun- 
try by the ringing protest against the 
destruction of the Constitution in “Old 
Ironsides’”’ and in the same decade re- 
vealed his true lyric gift in “The Last 
Leaf.”” Whittier was a young Quaker, 
of gentle nature, but intense convic- 
tions, who was speaking to hostile 
audiences and braving the perils of 
mob violence in his advocacy of the 
anti-slavery cause.

Having practically reduced the Philip- | 
pine Archipelago to a condition of peace, 
it should be the immediate business, as. 
it is the duty of this government, to! 
proceed to the Americanizing of those, 
islands with quick dispatch. We must 
show the natives that they are to be 
dealt with honestly and _ even gen- | 
erously, that we are their friends and 
not their enemies, and that it is the 
purpose of the government, of which 
they are now an integral part, to afford 
them all the blessings of enlightenment, 
education and wise administration that 
are afforded the people who are residents 
of these United States. 

Following close upon the American 

transport burdened with United States 
troops and munitions of war, there 
should sail into the harbor of -Manila 
and the other ports in the Philippines, 
the galleons of peace, freighted with

sincere purpose. We cannot hope to ac- 
complish the education or to attain the 
entire confidence of the Filipinos in a 
day, or in a year, but however leng a 
time may be necessary in order to se- 
cure that confidence, we must go stead- 
fastly forward with courage and with 
fidelity, determined that the fruits of 
Admiral Dewey’s victory in Manila Bay, 
supplemefited by the heroic achieve- 
ments of our gallant soldiers on land, 
shall not only result in an expansion of 
American territory, but, what is far 
better, an expansion of happiness, con- 
tentment and enlightenment among a 
people who have been priest-ridden and 
government-ridden for centuries.

Henry C. Payne of Wisconsin, a. mem-

There is certainly room for improve- 
ment, and need for a change, in the 
present basis of representation in na- 
tional conventions.. Under the present 
system, sections which give practically 
no aid to the Republican cause have 
voice and oftentimes- have evin 
gréater influence in the ftational ccn- 
vention sectfons which return 
heavy Republican majorities, and make 
Republican victories possible. 

Majority rule is a vital «principle of 
republican government. It be 
maintained if our form of government is 
to be preserved in its purity. This 
principle should control in the conduct 
of parties as well as in the-conduct of 
the government itself. The majority of 
the voters of a party are entitled, upon 
every consideration of justice and ex- 
pediency, to determine the selection of 
party candidates, and to decide cther 
questions of party policy. Upon the 
present basis of representation in na- 
tional conventions, it is easily possible 
for a minority of the voters in the party 
to control, through the delegates chosen, 
the nomination of candidates, and to 
shape the policies and platforms of the 
party. This is manifestly a wrong and 
defective system. 

The change proposed—to base the rep- 
resentation in national conventions upon 
the party vote in Congress districts— 
would give an ideal basis of repiesen- 
tation. It would place in the hands of 
the majority of the party the power, 
which properly belongs to it, of nomi- 
nating the party candidates, shaping the 
party platforms, and deciding all other 
questions of party policy. The Repub- 
lican National Committee will do well 
to recommend the adoption of this plan, 
and to work for it with all possible zeal 
and earnestness. It will certainly meet 
with the approval of the great body of 
Republican voters so soon as its advan- 
tages are understood. 


BILLY MASON’S LATEST. 

The latest ebullition of statesmanship 
on the part of Little Billee Mason of 
Illionis, takes the form of a resolution 
which he has introduced in the Senate, 
extending “the best hopes of the Senate 
to the Boers in the contest for liberty.” 

Of course Little Billee Mason does not 
expect that his resolution will be adopted 
by the Senate. To suppose such action 
would be to assume that the majority of 
the Senate is made up of such blithering 
idiots as Little Billee Mason of Illinois— 
which is an assumption so violent as 
not to be entertainable for a moment. 

But the resolution will attract more or 
less attention to Little Billee Mason— 
and that is the secret of its birth.

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LOS ANGELES THEATER. Mr. 
Warde and his company’ presented 
“The Merchant of Venice’ to one of 
the largest audiences ever seen in 
Los Angeles at a mid-week matinée. 
Mr. Warde’s Shylock is a strong and 
well-considered. characterization of 
that famous role, which has taxed to 
the limit the genius of the world’s 
greatest actors. The audience was 
made up of students of Shakespeare in 
great part, and there were the ele- 
ments of education in this presentation 
of the great play, as well as the minor 
element of entertainment. Miss Tittell 
was seen to much advantage in the 
role of Portia, and the minor parts 
were generally intelligently offered. 

In the evening Shakespeare’s im- 
mortal stery of love and death, ‘“‘Romeo 
and Juliet,’’ was given to a most appre- 
ciative audience, thus completing the 
day as a Shakespearean event at this 
theater. The honors of the evening 
performance were easily carried off 
by Frank Hennig as Mercutio and 
Miss Tittell as Juliet. Mr. Hennig’s 
performance was rarely powerful and 
clever to the uttermost detail. There 
was the fine spirit and passion of the 
dashing blade with a ready sword in 
his playing, and his lines were read 
as, we may be sure, the master bard 
would have them read were he walk- 
ing the boards today. It was a fine 
performance, indeed—easily one of the 
most forceful and engaging Mercutios 
that this stage has seen in many 4 
day. Miss. Tittell presents the 
mature Juliet, rather than the girlish 
creature of Shakespeare’s story, and 
in all essentials it was a fine and 
intelligent rendering of this trying 
part, which is not only a tax_upon the 
player, but forever puts her in con- 
trast with the great artists who have 
preceded her. It is not too much to 
say that Miss Tittell gave to us @

THE GRANITE-CUTTERS’ DEMANDS 
WILL BE GRANTED. 


Date for Trouble to Begin Said to 
Be the First of the Year—Chair- 
man Reese Cannot Appeal from 
Decision of Judge Williams Under 
Federal Law—Striking Car Builders. 


[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.1 
“NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—A report has 
been published that a big war between 
the labor unions and the building con- 
tractors would begin at the first of 
the new year, which would extend over 
the greater part of this country, hav- 
ing as centers of most acute action 
Chicago, St. Louis, Pittsburgh, Phila- 
delphia and Boston. Inquiries among 
builders in this city show that no 
such trouble is anticipated here, and 
some are skeptical as to war breaking 
out at all the other points mentioned. 

It is true that the granite-cutters in- 
tended to demand a minimum wage of 
$3 and an eight-hour day all over the 
country, beginning on March 1 next, 
but they are already getting about $4 
a day in this city, and the general 
opinion seems to be that their démand- 
will be granted without any more vig- 
orous opposition than a little grum- 
bling. 

The granite-cutters have served no- 
tice of their coming demand upon the 
contractors so far in advance that it 
would be easy to make new contracts 
based on the increased cost of labor, 
and all will end peacefully. If there 
is any other movement brewing which 
can give color to the expectation of a 
general labor war in the building trade 
it has not made itself known in this. 
city yet. 


REESE CANNOT APPEAL. 
QUESTION OF JURISDICTION. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

_ CHICAGO, Dec. 6.—A special to the 
Tribune from Fort Scott, Kan., says 
that the petition for the release of 
John P. Reese, national chairman of 
the United Mine Workers, of America, 
from the Federal jail in that city, 
where he is confined, charged with con- 
tempt of the Federal court by partici- 
pation in the Kansas coal strike, will 
be presented to Judge Thayer in the 
Federal Court of Appeals in St. Louis 
Thursday.

MOOTRY’S INHUMAN CRUELTY. 


STORY OF HOW HE ABUSED HIS 
WIFE AT THEIR HOME. 


Neighbors Swear to His Brutality. 
Wife Made Deaf by a Blow—His 
Disgusting Letters to “Dearest M.” 
Mrs. Mootry’s Life Prior to Her 
Death—Mootry After Reporters. 


‘Unless one were a cigar-store Indian 
or absolutely devoid of intelligence 
and feeling, one would ‘never conduct 
himself as does Charles T. Mootry, 
who is now on trial in Judge Smith’s 
court, charged with wife murder. 
Brass, gall, bitters and a donkey do 
not begin to describe him adequately. 
His actions are trivial and coarse, and 
his every effort is bent on attracting 
attention. That the jury may find him 
guilty of murdering his little wife does 
not concern him a bit, apparently. He 
likes his gum too well—and enjoys 
laughing with the spectators. 

Yesterday he discovered a new way 
of driving away the ennui that pro- 
ceedings have forced upon him, by 
abusing the newspaper reporters. He 
commandingly borrowed their morn- 


rused made him belligerent. 

“Those fellows ought to be shoved 
out of here,”’ he said, savagely. ‘‘Those 
reporters print lies. They ain’t telling 
the truth about me. It’s a wonder,” 
said he, leaning over toward the pen- 
cil-pushers, “that you wouldn’t give 
me a good write up once in a while. 
If you don’t watch out, you'll have 
I re- 


With this outburst hé felt better, and 
looked as if he thought he had just 
done it. 

Police Officer Lehnhausen was the 
first witness on the stand yesterday 
morning.

Witness related an incident she once 


beheld out of her front window. De- 
fendant was working in the flower 
garden. His wife wént out to putter 


around with him. She was sick and 
could just move about. Defendant be- 
came enraged at her presence, turned 
the hose on her, and ran her into the 
house. The flow of his foul language 
was awful. The woman was sick a 
long .time. Witness stated that Mrs. 
Mootry's deafness was caused from a 
blow on the head by her husband. 
Witness also remembered that de- 
threw his wife's good shoes 
away, and made her wear a sort of 
improvised gear of strings, old leather 


and paper. 
The witness, Mrs. Maxwell, did not 
take kindly to the process of cross- 


examination, and by her snappy an- 
swers and her innumerable thrusts at 
counsel to display their ignorance, she 
kept the spectators constantly gig- 
gling, until the bailiff’s knuckles be- 
came sore in knocking his table for 
order. .She admitted that she once 
lived on Alameda street, just this side 
of Aliso, under very wnNsquée circum- 
stances, amid the glories of the demi- 
monde. But when her cross-examiners 
wanted to know what she did there, 
she at first answered placidly enough 
that she took in washing and earned 
an honest living. Her own answer, 
however, seemed suddenly to awaken 
her to the significance of the qypestion 
that had just been put to her, where- 
upon she leaped to her feet in awful 
protest against the attempts of the 
attorneys to cast reflection upon her 
character and spot her good name with 
insinuations. And so excited did she 
finally become that great tears rolled 
down her cheeks at the thought that 
her fair reputation may have _ been 
forever blasted by the rude queries of 
the lawyers. She swung her arms 
‘wildly, and her sobs almost lifted the 
roof off. 

Court then adjourned for the noon 
recess. 

After dinner Dr. W. M. Johnson, the 
autopsy physician, was put upon the 
stand. He testified as to the character 
of the dead woman’s wound, and statéd 
that the copious. flow of blood would 
wash away all powder marks from the 
wound and from the. clothes, dissolv- 
ing the grains of powder that may 
have been deposited. How far away 
the pistol was held when the fatal shot 
was fired, witness did not know. He 
thought :the distance may have been 
perhaps five inches. It must have been 
held closely, for the clothing was 
burned. 

Then followed the examination rela- 
tive to the course of the bullet. It en- 
tered at a point 2% inches fromcthe 
breast bone or median line, and 
‘inches from the nipple, and, with a di-‘ 
rection downward and slightly inward, 
it lodged close to the lower edge of the 
shoulder blade. 

Witness then stated that he could 
not find any marks of violence on the 
person of the dead woman at the 
autopsy. She was about 40 years old; 
of slender, short build. Her heart was 
healthy, as were also her lungs. Her 
general health was also good. 

After testifying that the clothing of 
the deceased is now in substantially 
the same condition as when he exam- 
ined it at the autopsy, relative to 
burns, etc., witness retired. 

The next witness was Fred Kinse of 
No. 403 Aliso street. His occupation is 
that of horse-trader, although at one 
time he was canvasser for some pho- 
tography concern. He knew the 
Mootrys. The last time he saw them 
was on the evening before the killing, 
in a saloon on Commercial street. They 
were not in a pleasant mood. Witness 
heard Mrs. Mootry tell defendant that 
he had thrown some of her furniture 
out of her house. They quarreled 
some. Defendant said he was going to 
leave town. The wife answered by tell- 
ing him that he had not better be so 
sure of that. They stayed in the sa- 
loon about twenty minutes or half an 
hour. Both were sober. Defendant 
had two chickens with him in the sa- 
loon. They were alive. He hung them 
up on the gas jet. She told him to take 
them down. She didn’t like to see 
things suffer like that. He did so. 

Witness called at the Mootry resi- 
dence on San Julian street the next 
day between 11 and 12 o'clock, while 
eanvassing for a photograph button. 
Mrs. Mootry offered him some apples 
and grapes. He ate freely. He stayed 
about half'an hour. The relations be- 
tween defendant and his wife were ap- 
parently pleasant. While witness was 
theré defendant broke his suspenders. 
His wife fixed them. Mootry remarked, 
during the conversation, that he was 
going to quit drinking. Mrs. Mootry 
stated that she would be happy if she 
could regain her hearing. Mootry sug- 
gested a list of remedies. Both parties 
were sober. Witness-did not take an 
order for a photograph button, because 
Mrs. Mootry did not have a picture of 
her husband that pleased her, and the 
matter was deferred. 

On cross-examination, witness stated 
that, while he was at the house, de- 
fendant called his wife ‘Darling.’’ 
Witness. did not notice that deceased 
was especially deaf. He suggested that 
machine oil was good, and Mootry 
stated that ‘“‘Chinee-nut”: oil was bet- 
ter, and promised to get her some. 
Everything appeared to be harmonious 


/at the Mootry house.: No symptoms of 


despondency were noticed in Mrs. 
Mootry. 

Coxey Benson of No. 482 Commercial 
street next took the stand. In Septem- 
ber his wife was keeping a lodging- 
house on Court street, near Main. He 
has known defendant for six or seven 
months. Mrs. Mootry was at his wife's 
lodging-house four or five weeks prior 
to her death. Defendant visited Mrs. 
Mootry at frequent intervals. On one 
occasion defendant conversed with wit- 
ness relative to his wife’s getting a 
divorcee, and defendant stated that if 
she would allow him to have half the 
property, she could have .a_ divorce. 
On another occasion defendant re-. 
marked that his wife was carrying a 
gun -for him. If so, he stated that he 
would show her what to do with it. 
This was about a week before the 
shooting. 

Witness stated that defendant's be- 
havior on his visits at the lodgin 
whenever they would get to talk- 
ing about their property. Then defénd- 
ant would use bad language. He stayed 
usually two or three hours at a time. 
During the first week of her stay at 
Mrs. Mootry ap- 
peared to be frightened whenever her 
husband came round. But later on she 
did not seem to be afraid of him. She 
left the Benson’ house about four days 
before her death. 

On cross-examination witness stated 
that she had taken a trunk with her to 
the lodging-house, which is situated 
over the Vienna Buffet. The trunk, 
witness stated, he thought belonged to 
her, but afterward learned that it be- 
longed. to a man named Jones. It was 
at thi@ place that Mrs. Mootry wrote 
her farewell letter, ‘“‘The Dream.” 
While writing. this, deceased was asked 
if she was making a history of her 
life. ‘‘No,”’ she replied, ‘“‘you’ll read 
this after I am dead.”" This testimony

HOLIDAY FIRE DANGERS. 


NECESSITY OF LOOKING AFTER 
ELECTRIC WIRES. 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. ] 
NEW YORK. Dec. 2. 1899.—W. T. 
Menallack calls attention to the new 
problems of fire protection which are 
constantly arising in connection with 
the increasing use of electricity for ad- 
vertising and decorative purposes. This 
particular line of work has, in fact, be- 
come a prominent factor in the fire 
hazard. In the approaching holiday 
season merchants will be making un- 
usual efforts in the _ direction of 
window displays where electricity is 
such a dominant feature. These at- 
tractions may be only temporary, pos- 
sibly lasting for not more than a week 
or two, and consequently the wiring 
work is often roughly, if not carelessly 
done. For. this reason the season brings 
many anxieties to the electrical in- 
spector, and many fires and resultant 
losses to the insurance companies. In- 
candescent lights are looked upon by 
firemen as most hazardous when em- 
ployed in decorating in the neighbor- 
hood of cotton and other light, inflam- 


mable stuffs. The bulb throws off 
vastly more heat than is generally 
imagined. A sixteen-candle-power 


lamp at the ordinary voltage, if im- 
merséd in half a pint of water, will 
cause the water to boil within an hour. 
If thes lamp is buried in cotton, the 
cotton will scorch and soon burst into 
flame. A large dry goods store was 
burned down last December from the 
imperfection of some temporary wiring 
work in connection with the Christmas 
decoration of one of the windows. In 
altering buildings mechanics frequently 
drive nails into the wires, and in in- 
stalling pipes or partitions they are 
apt to leave them in contact with the 
electrical conductors. This has led to 
the ruin of ‘many first-class equip- 
ments. Owners will take the greatest 
risks in making additons to their elec- 
trical systems without increasing the 
size of the main feeder wires. A long, 
flexible cord affords a portable light, 
which is made to serve the purpose of 
three stationary lights. The cord is 
sometimes hung on hooks, or nails, and 
no particular trouble is taken to pre- 
vent its coming in contact with pipes, 
or chafing against woodwork. From 
such want of care the most common 
accidents—short circuits, and grounded 
circuits—result. The remedy for all 
these hazards is good work. An elec- 
trical inspector says that there will be 
no more danger from electric fires at 


Christmastime than at any other sea- 


son-if the storekeepers, instead of try- 
ing to get the extra and tem 


work put in as cheaply as possible, will 


see that everything about it is properly 
installed. The few extra dollars spent 
on effective wiring will be a wise in- 
vestment,

A NEW ZEALAND VOLCANO. 


HOW THE ROTOMAHANA TER- 
RACES WERE DESTROYED. 


[Windsor Magazine:] The white ter- 
races of Rotomahana rose up in a 
series of twenty platforms in the form 
of a gigantic stairway. Each terrace 
was perfectly horizontal and of 
dazzling white ess. The top step was 
vertically eighty feet above the base 
and sat 300 feet back. From every 
platform bubbles copious clouds of 
steam. A stream of boiling water con- 
tinually flowed from the geysers, and 
as it fell slowly from tier to tier the 
silicates with which the water ygas 
heavily charged became deposited, on 
its exposure’to the air, in wonderful 
lace work designs of infinite variety 
and of dazzling whiteness and purity. 
Not far from the white terrace was 
another termed the “Pink Terrace,”’ 
where, owing to some coloring  sub- 
stance in the silicious waters falling 
from geysers, the deposits were of a 
delicate pink hue, from which was de- 
rived the name “Pink Terrace.” 

Unfortunately, New Zealand no 
longer possesses this unique spectacle, 
for the terraces are no more. The 
various agencies of nature which 
originally built up such curious forms 
served in turn to destroy them. Mr. 
Falconer gives a graphic description of 
the event. He was residing at that 
time about forty miles distant from 
Tarawera. In 1886, on June 10, the 
night was clear and calm. Heavy 
rumbling sounds like rolls of distant 
thunder filled the air, but there was 
no very great alarm. The next day 
dawned dull and gloomy. About 7:30 
o'clock. the morfiing grew darker and 
light gray ash, very fine, began to fall. 
He says that, although they surmised 
an eruption was taking place in the 
Hot Lake district. there were no 
definite tidings to that effect. so that 
he could only wait to see what would 
happen. By the aid of a lantern he 
succeeded in groping his way to the 
telegraph office, and there he learned

About 11 o’clock the darkness lifted. 
All round -the ground was covered 
with a thin, filmy pall of fine ash to 
the depth of half an inch, and it was 
afterward found that the intense dark- 
ness was cauged by a thick cloud of 
dust blown out by the volcano to a 
height so tremendous that it passed 
above Tauranga and dispersed over 
the country some miles away.

by intense cold, the thermometer reg- 
istering 5 deg. of frost. This is ex- 
plained by the fact that the columns 
of steam as.they came hissing out 
of the craters expanded as they as- 
eended and absorbed their own heat, 
which became latent, so that the heat 
was abstracted from everything near. 
A day or two later the government 
geologist arrived at Tauranga, and 
preparations to inspect the seat of the 
disaster were pushed rapidly forward. 
On the fourth day after the eruption, 
the party arrived at Wairoa. the 


Maori village. There was scarcely @ 
vestige of the settlement to. be seen, 
the whole village Had been crushed 
beneath volcanic lava, and the charred 
and battered remains of the little’ vil- 
lage church and other ‘buildings pro- 
truded above the surface of the de- 


posit, which at first measured four 
feet in thickness, But afterward set- 
tled down to half that depth. One 


young Englishman was killed, as well 
as the Maoris who lived in the district 
and exacted tolls from visitors to the 
Hot Lakes. The scene was the wild- 
est imaginable.” The air rushed over 
the land with cyclonic fury, uprooting, 
tearing and breaking trees that had 
survived the hail of rocks, leaving here 
and there a gnarled and jagged trunk, 
denuded of branches and stripped of 
its bark. 

The next day the party set off for 
Rotomahana. As they approached the 
hot lakes huge cracks, extending hun- 
dreds of yards in length and about a 
foot in width, were seen in all direc- 


tions. The scene was one of the 
strange grandeur of absolute desola- 
tion. The upheaval of nature had 


blown the wonderful terraces to atoms} 
steam was rising in dense clouds from 
one end of the area to the other, a 
distance of about nine miles. Rotoma- 
hana Lake was a yawning caldron, 
from which rose a majestic column of 
steam. The ground was’ completely 
stripped of vegetation, and covered 
with lava from the mountain. The 
lava was reduced to the consistency 
of flour, so that the explorers sank in 
it nearly to their knees. Thus, in 
the space of time was North Island 
suddenly shorn of its most peculiar 


natural features. In six hours. the 
whole aspect of the country was 
changed, and what was one of the 


most beautiful spots in the world was 
transformed into a barren country 
carpeted in lava and covered with 
débris. The geysers, however, still 
abound in profusion, and. it is possible 
in time other terraces may be formed.

[Salt Lake 4Herald:] Heber Frank- 
lin, a young man employed at the Clear 
Creek mine, is as much a hero as any 
man who ever braved death on the bat- 
tlefield, Franklin sought not glory, but 
to save a human life.

tgnative Donnelly’'s new book, “The 
‘upher in the Plays and on the Tomb- 
tone" presents this evidence in the 
wlearest and most complete form. The 
fact that Bacon invented a cipher, that 
he mentions the cipher and describes 
it in his published works, and the man- 


of 


ner in which the inscription on Shake- 
Fpeare’s tombsione may be deciphered 
to read: ‘Francis Bacon wrote the 
Greene, Marlowe and Shakespeare 
Plays,”’ are clearly sét forth herein. 


It is difficult, within the limits of a 
short review, to do any adequate jus- 
tice to a work book so elaborate as 
this; but some general considerations 
that present themselves to the careful 
reader may be filly touched upoh. 


The whole argument of the book 
hinges the combination’ of capi- 
tais ata small letters in twenty-six 
arrangements of five, each of which ar- 
rangements represents a letter of the 
a'phabet. That an arrangement such 
as to spell out plainly, and without 
forcing, the cipher-claim quoted above 
could occur by mere coincidence is ex- 
tremely improbable. The mathematical 
calculation of chances shows’ im- 


mensely against it. Yet in consider- 
ing this claim, the following points ap- 
pear worthy of notice: 


(l.) The reading is not plain and 
Straight ahead. The‘letters actually in 
the first line, by application of the 


cipher-forms, are SA EH 

(2.) While it might be conceded that 
a plan according to which the cipher 
would go straight aheac ai: 

“would be too simple a 
the great cryptographer,” there should 
assuredly be some self-consfstent order 
throughout the variation of succession 
in the letters of the intended inscription 
--and such order, save possibly in parts, 
does not exist. 

(3.) Even in the few 
such an order might be claimed in 
the succession of the letters, this is 
seemingly forced. In the first five letters 
of Shakespeare's name, for instance, 
the K does not, to an unbiased observa- 
tion, correspond in its location) to that 
of preceding letters in any convincing 
manner. Moreover, 

(4.) The K is obtained by going 
backward from the second to the first 
line, part of the letters necessary to 
form it being taken from the beginning 
of the second, the rest from the end 
of the first line; and while we may 
eoneede that the position’ of the T' of 
Shake—the details of which can hardly 

“be given here—may justify this 
ure, hardly. convincing without 
considerable collateral evidence in the 
position of the remaining letters of the 
cipher. But 
Phis eoHaterat evidence is not 
forthcoming. The plan of the cipher is 
not self-consistent throughout. The 
great weakness of the whole decipher- 
ment is that the reading not only 
passes from line to line. but moreover 
does this without any sustained plan in 
its procedure, now one principle, now 
another governing the decipherment. 
At one point, the faulty punctuation 
plays a decisive role and a period in 
the middle of a word forms the point 
of departure, at another a word is 
broken in two where no punctuation or 
other sign gives authority for such 
break, but merely because one syllable 
of the word constitutes the combina- 
tion desired as representing a certain 
letter. So that, to the average reader, 
the only directing principle seems to 
be: What letter do we want, and can 
we obtain it. by combination some- 
where? But if we may go backward 
or forward and choose our groupings 
of letters anywhere,, the twenty-six 
groupings that represent the alphabet 
are not so difficult to find. Many peo- 
ple are aware of the remarkable coin- 
cidences which Prof. Piazzi Smythe 
obtained in measurements of the great 
pyramid and which led him to conclude 
that the ancient Egyptians possessed 
a knowledge of science far beyond that 
indicated by any other evidence. His 
extreme conclusions are not accepted, 
today, by the majority of Egyptolo- 
gists, and, indeed, an opponent of his 
theory discovered, on investigation, 
that he could evoke almost if not 
quite as many remarkable coinci- 
dences of measurement from his piano; 
but the book containing the statement 
of Prof. Smythe's views had many ad- 
herents at the first. The chance for the 
attainment of a few desired combina- 
tions of letters is so irregularly capi-' 
talized and punctuated an inscription 
as that on Shakespeare’s tomb. pro- 
vided we may choose our principle of 
procedure at every point, is very con- 
siderably greater than the chance of 
coincidence in the case of the great 
pyramid: and the majority of. people 
may at least hesitate to accept Mr. 
Donnelly’s conclusions until some one 
has tried what can be done with simi- 
larly irregular capitalization and punc- 
tuation in some other verse. Whether 
any one will be found who will care to 
undertake so laborious a task is doubt- 
ful: for few could feel the pleasure in 
{t- that, if we may judge from Mr. Don- 
nelly’s preface and the internal evi- 
dence of his book, he derives from the 
unraveling of the ciphers. 

Another logical weakness of the 
Shakespeare-Racon argument, which 
has been already much commented on, 
fs the inconclusive character of the 
reasons assigned for Bacon's conceal- 
ment of his authorship—reasons into 
which, however, it is not possible to 
enter here. 

Again, conceding that the lines orig- 
{nally upon the tomb of Shakespeare 
were actually intended to present the 
elainr of authorshin quoted above. and 
chat, as Mr. “Donnelly Conctéives, they 
were placed over the grave by Bacon 
or friends of his, after Shakespeare's 
death, why is it not possible to sup- 
rese that thev were’ put th*re to 
bolster up a fraudulent claim which 
was to be made in the future. some- 
time. when the death of witnesses 
arcainst it then sti!l livine would ren- 
der it safer? Bacon's reputation for 
honor has not been of the highest 
and, though his defenders have médre 
recently strenuous fforts to 
ciear Wis name, it is dificult to dis. 
rose of all the evidence against him.

And, finally, the. internal evidence 
of Bacon's philosophical works, oft°n 


noticed, may be again emphasized; for 
the dry and often pedantic style in 
which these are written’ certainly 
conveys no hint of poetic genius, least 
of all the greatest poctic genius of all 
the centuries. And the lover of Shake- 
speare’'s poetry for its beauty’s sake 
cannot avoid amazement at the wrest- 
ing of some of the most beautiful pas- 
sages to the conveyance of a purely 
material bit of information, or put 
away the feeling that an imagination, 
but hardly a poetic one is nec*ssary 
to the reading of a petty repetition 
of, his own name in some of Shake- 
speare’s finest passages, Such as, for 
instance: 
“Upon those boughs 
against the cold, 
Bare ruined choirs, 


that ‘shake 


‘where late the 


sweet birds sang. 
And such a material imagination 
tells sadlv against the argument of 


the Baconites in general. 

As to Bacon's greatness, evi- 
denced in his acknowledged works, 
this is immensely overrated by the Ba- 
conites. By no student of philosophy 
is Bacon reckoned a great philosopher. 
The significance of his method, of 
which the Baconites make so much, 
lies merely in the fact that it  repre- 
sented a philosophical revival in a 
period literary rather than learned 
and comparatively Barren of philo- 
sophic products. Et was not new nor did 
Bacon carry it out in his own writ- 
ings. He _ originated nothing. His 
precocity has many parallels, since he 
actually accomplished nothing of any 


value until later life.

But 
while here, he falls in love with the 
daughter of the man whom he is sent to 
betray: under herinfluence be becomes 
heartily ashamed of his despicable un- 
dertaking, confesses to her his real 
personality, and turning upon his 
tempters, frustrates the end he set out 
to seek.

Story of the West Coast of England. 


A. T. Quiller-Couch’s story of 
west coast of England, the 
exceedingly attractivs title, “The Ship 
of Stars,” which has been running for 
some time in Scribner's Magazine, has 
been put into book form. Like all of 
Quiller-Couch’'s work, the book 
breathes beauty from beginning to 
end. And like nearly all of his work, 
aiso, it is a beauty that is tuned to 
the minor key, a beauty that saddens 
even while it delights. And yet, the 
book is not at all a depressing one, 
either in story, incidents, or in fts 
seeming as a whole. The peculiar 
quality of sadness which always 
tinges Quiller-Couch’s stories and 
sketches seems to be entirely the effect 
of the author’s temperament—of that 
artistic temperament which feels 
beauty so keenly that’ the sensation 
becomes almost a pain, and: in some 
subtle way which almost defies analysis 
the impression which he has himsel¥ 
received, is conveyed also to the 
mind of his reader. 

This book, “The Ship of Stars,” is 
beautiful in most of its characters, in 
its descriptions, in its conception as a 
whole, in that elusive, informing spirit 
whieh, after all, is the most impres- 
sive thing in any work of the imagina- 
tion, and it is. preéminently beautiful 
in its title. And yet, it is a singu- 
larly-disappointing book. Its title dis- 
appoints, and the book leaves on the 
reader’s mind an impression of inade- 
quacy, that it has not been quite worth 
whiie, It is a tale of the west coast of 
Mingland, of the shifting, drifting sand 
dunes. of the lives of three lonely, 
children, who grew to manhood and 
womanhood among them, and of their 
parents, and the country folk round- 
about. Taffy, the hero of ‘the story, 
is the son of the parish minister, who 
is poorer than his own church mice: 
George, another one of the children, is 
the son of a hunting, dissipated coun- 
try squire, who lives at some. dis- 
tance, and Honoria, the third ofthe 
trio, is the granddaughter of a par- 
ticularly hard and wicked old squire, 
who wants to “find salvation.” Such 
contrasting materials as these give op- 
portunity for many effective scenes 
and dramatic incidents. In the por- 
trayal of these separate scenes and in- 
cidents, there is invariably brilliant, 
impressive and artistic _ work. The 
first portion of the book, which tells 
of the childhood of the three -young 
people, is particularly beautiful. It is 
very charming in its simplicity, and 
its rarely sympathetic understanding 
of childhood’s joys and sorrows. 

.. It is in construction that the book 
is weak and disappointing. It has 
only the slenderest sort of a frame- 
work, and although there is a good 
deal of incident, it is mainly of the 
adventitious sort. Much of it has no 
living connection with the progress of 
the story, and as far as the unfolding 
of the tale goes, might have been left 
out. Indeed, the book is more a col- 
lection of loosely-connected stories and 
sketches strung. on the theme of a 
child’s development into manhood than 
it is a constructed story. Each in 
itself is beautiful and charming, but 
combined into a finished tale they dis- 


appoint.

Robert Barr's Latest Effort, 


Robert Barr has been writing .a 
penny dreadful, and incidentally having 
fun with his audience, as also, seem- 
ingly, with some of his literary friends. 
These friends will, undoubtedly, derive 
much amusement from the book; but 
as it can hardly be supposed that their 
patronage, or even that of the class 
who are able to penetrate the literary 
humor of the plot and style, will suffice 
to repay the labor expended on a 300- 
page volume, it is to be p-esumed that 
Mr. Barr is also, and chiefly catering to 
that large and profiable element which 
patronizes the peanut: and lemanade 
stands of literature. The scheme of the 
story reminds one vividly of Grant AI- 
len’s last two books, “Miss Cayley’s 
Adventures” and “Hilda Wade,” and 
some of the detective work described is 
a palpable hit at Conan Doyle; but the 
style of the book is distinctly an imita- 
tion of the British -novelette, even to 
the frequent bad English. The mistakes 
in German are even worse than these. 
and prompt the suggest'on that it were 
well for a novice in a foreign tongue al- 
ways to submit his quotations from 
that tongue to a native for correction 
before he offers them to the public. 

The heroine of the book, Jennie Bax- 
ter, securing a position on a great Lon- 
don daily by means of a clever “‘scoop,”’ 
continues, thereafter, to increase fame 
and fortune by a mounting scale of 
similar scoops, in the course of which 
she attends an exclusive social function 
in the role of a foreign princess, discov- 
ers the secret of a great diamond rob- 
bery, solves, in Austria, a government 
mystery which has baffled the whole 
police department, and ends by marry- 
ing a lord. The latest mirth of the au- 
thor at his own impossibilities breaks 
out occasionally in passages like the 
following, from the discussion of a de- 
tective with a friend as to whether Jen- 
nie, who has been addressing the rail- 
way porter in French, may be able to 
understand their conversation in Eng- 
lish: 

“ "There .was no neéd,’ said the de- 
tective, ‘my dear Smith, to depend upon 
the porter for the informatton -that the 
lady could not speak English. She is 
the secretary to a very rich emnplover 
in Chicago, and came from that city 
to Ne.. York, where she sa.led on the 
Servia alone, coming to England to 
transact some special business, of 
which I could give you full particulars 
if it were worth while.

MANUFACTURERS’ SECRETS. 


PITTSBURGH STEEL WORKS ARE 
CLOSED TO VISITORS. 


[Pittsburgh Correspondence New 
York Sun:] A German manufacturer 
who visited Pittsburgh recently was 
surprised by the difference between 
the welcome he Yea then and 
about eight years ago. When he was 
here on the previous visit the manu- 
facturers of Pittsburgh gave an inter- 
national entertainment and dined. and 
wined their competitors from England, 
Germany and France, showing them 
the wonders of natural,gas and the re- 
sources of their plants. One day the 
programme called for a visit to the 


Carnegie and other mills, and this par-— 


ticular German was invited to go and 
see how things were done in this coun- 
try, he being a steel manufacturer 
himself. He refused the invitation on 
the ground t German manufactur- 
ers had nothing to learn from America 
and he had come to the United States 
to get away from the clangor and 
smoke of the steel mills. 

It was different last week. Having 


‘asked permission to inspect a certain 


mill and see the improved machinery 
and methods he had heard and read 
about, he was surprised at finding it 
impossible to obtain the required per- 
mit, and was obliged to content his 
curiosity with an _ inspection of a 
smaller establishment which was not 
in his particular line of business. Other 
foreigners have succeeded in entering 
some of the mills, but manufacturers 
are becoming more and more chary in 
granting facilities for the:inspection of 
their plants, and the time will soon 
come when experts from abroad will 
have to content themselves with an 
exterior view of Pittsburgh’s manu- 
facturing establishments. | 

There is a great contrast between the 
period when foreigners cared nothing 
for a visit to the mills here and the 
present time, when they are arriving 
here for that very purpose every day. 


The reasons all lie in the new position. 


the United States has taken in the eyes 
of the nations since the close of the 
Spanish war. American armor plate 
may have had no opportunity to show 
its excellence in the naval battles of 
that contest, but the voyage of the 
Oregon demonstrated the value of 
American machinery. Military science 
may not have been enriched with rec-

Much, 
probably, of the interest now shown 
by foreigners is due to the fact that 
even before the war American manu- 
facturers had cut into the markets of 
their foreign competitors, but most of 
it, so steelmakers here say, is due to 
the sudden opening of eyes caused by 
the swift conduct of the war. 

Pittsburgh has, perhaps, got more 
credit than she deserves, it is ad- 
mitted here, but then foreigners can- 
not be expected to know that the “‘Bir- 
mingham of America’ has to send to 
Milwaukee and other cities for much 
of the machinery that moves her mills 
and enables her to oUt 
beams and shapes that make her the 
greatest producer of construction steel 
in the country. At any rate, foreign 
manufacturers have been coming here 
in droves. It is only lately that the lo- 
cal industry has awakened to the com-. 
mercial risk of permitting promiscu- 
ous inspection of the mills. The foreign 
expert need not bring a camera along 
to catch the improvements on machin- 
ery; his trained eye takes them in as 
quickly, and the photograph imprinted 
on his mind can readily be developed 
on his return home. 

Every plant has machinery that 
may not be patented in order to pre- 
vent others from making and using It, 
and its secret should, therefore. be 
guarded jealously. Machinery in every 
day use here could, of course, be ob- 
tained by the foreigner from the reg- 
ular makers, but there are things be- 
sides machines which help to American 


success. Thus, knowledge of improved. 


methods of assembling and utilizing 
machinery may be useful to the for- 
eigner, and should be kept from him. 
Many labor-saving methods are used in 
the best establishments, and it might 
be best that a competitor in search of 
knowledge should be held in ignorance 
of these. One mill may have evolved a 
smooth, rapid, apparently involved, 
and yet simple system—once it is un- 
derstood — of manufacturing, say, 
beams, from the molten metal to the 
finished product loaded on the rail- 
road car. This system was, perhaps, 
thought out after the 1 of much 
money in expensive experiments: it 
would obviously be unwise to allow 
some competitor to learn the secret of 
the network of,ladles, railroad tracks 
from furnace to furnace, cranes and 
overhead travelers, and other devices 
intended to save labor and facilitate 
execution. Krupp, the great German 
manufacturer, acquired this lesson 
long ago years before Americans had 
learned its A®°B C. No outsider can 
penetrate to the laboratories of the 
great German chemical establishments, 
and the commercial value of this pre- 
caution to the technical sciences may 
be deduced from the fact that the Ger- 
mands have discovered 70 per cent. of 
the products of coal tar. and have

Chemists in several parts of the coun- 
try are now turning their attention ‘to 
the feasibility of manufacturing ex- 
tracts, flavorings’ and cordials from 
cull oranges, lemons, olive mash, and 
other by-products of Southern Calif or- 


nta. For years but little attention has- 


been to such products, and thous 
ands of boxes of good material have 
in consequence been wasted. 

Recent experiments thave disclosed 
wonderful possibilities along such lines 


of industry, enlisting the consideration 
and attention of several prominent 
chemists. 


Withon the past few davs Secretary 
Wiggins of the Chamber of Commerce 
has received several letters of inquiry 
for information along this line. the 
queries coming from who stiie 
that considerable capital is available 
for investment if such maufacturing is 
practicable. That it is so there can b= 
little doubt, according to the experts. 
and while only in its infancy, th> 
say within a few years this industry 
will be an impor tant one for this sec- 
tion. 

In San Diego county a company has 
utilized cull lemons in the manufac‘ur- 
ing of citric acid and lemon cream, a 
toilet article. On the Rancho Ja Mirada. 
McNally of Chicago, a 
laboratory has been erected where an 
experienced chemist is engaged in ex- 
perimenting with the products of the 
ranch. The most successful article yet 
produced. is a tonic called ‘Kitro,” 
Which is made from the grape fruit. 
This is pronounced one of the best fruit 
tonics ever produced. First-class cor- 
dials have also been made from the or- 
ange, lemon and apricot, while the 
lemon and orange have produced the 
best Packt of citrie acid.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
THE TRUSTS. Business men as a 


rule, at least of the most intelligent 
class do not express much fear of 
trusts. The general opinion is that 


if gross abuses develop the American 
has the power, skill and will to take 
the matter up and_ reform’ these 
abuses. From this point of view the 
existence: of the trusts will depend 
on their good behavior. The paper 
trust, which is just now forcing prices 
out of all reason is one of the badly 
managed concerns, which is likely to 
draw the whole brood down into dis- 
esteem. The biscuit, trust, at least, as 
managed at the last-ak also doing the 
same thing, Giving lightweight 
packages is said to be the sin of this 
concern. Here is what the Grocery 
World says of this: 

“A salesman whose territory lies 
through Eastern and Northeastern 
Pennsylvania, and who stopped in the 
Grocery World office lajst week en 
route from a trip, stated that the ef- 
fects of the Grocery World’s exposures 


of the National Biscuit Company’s 
overcharges were most widespread. 
He declared that retailers who ad- 


mitted they never weighed the trust’s 
goods before, were doing it now most 
thoroughly. Every one volunteered the 
statement that they should make vig- 
orous claims on the trust for all over- 
charges hereafter discovered. The 
chances are that the trust will find it 
necessary to have a printed circular 
letter to send to indigant victims, 
saying, in effect, ‘this is a. custom of 
the trade.’

ble under the general head of union- 
ism, to which emploving contractors 
have been and are subjected. In the 
past this interference has been ac- 
quiesced in by the emplovers. b°capse 
the nature of their business is such 


that for obvious reasons the laborers] 


have them at a disadvantage know- 
ing which, the labor unions have ex- 
tracted every possible concession, The 
harmful effects of the labor unions’ 
methods in the premises may be 
gathered from the etatement_ that 
building operations in Chicago this 
year have been conductegon a smaller 
scale than for any year in the past 
ten. This, of course, places Chicago 
in striking contrast to -other cities 
where building activity 1s at its height,

SHARES AND MONEY, 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—The tone of the mar- 
ket for industrial securities showed a decided 
contrast today to that for railroad securities. 
The break in prices of the industrials ap- 
proached demoralization by the middle period 
of the afternoon. Meantime the railroad stocks, 
almost without exception, heid tenaciously to 
their prices. Later in the afternoon the 
bears began to cover and wrought some very 
marked recoveries.in the industrial list. All 
the same time the railroads which had been 
almost stagnant displayed some signs of ani- 
mation and rose generally above yesterday's 
level. Net gains in a. few railroads reached 
a point. 

The late recovery in stock was coincident’ 
with an easing if the call money rate to 3 
per cent., after ruling at 7 to 8 per cent. earlier 
in the day. The banks were calling loans and 
the movement of the industrials suggested 
that they were.in disfavor, not only with the 
speculative public, but with the money lenders, 
industrial coliateral apparently being dispiaced 
to a greater extent than other classes. The 
bears were very active and made a bold on- 
slaught on the industrial list, uncovering stop 
loss orders on a large scale. 

The easing of the money rate aroused the 
supposition that the banks had strengthened 
their position to a satisfactory extent, promis- 
ing some relief from the calling of loans. As 
it was evident that the short interest had 
been largely extended the room traders turned 
to the bull side, on the general theory that 
the threo days’ decline in prices had reached 
far enough. They had some success in forcing 
the shorts to cover, and the demand from 
that source became rather urgent. Quite a 
number of the industrials showed declines ‘of 
3% to 7 points and the subsequent rally brought 
them up from lg to 5 points. Sugar was de- 
cidedly erratic owing to the sitting of the di- 
rectors to act on the dividend. After an early 
advance;+there was .decided weakness and only 
a momentary check to the fall when the regu- 
lar dividends were announced. It fell off aft- 
erward to 149% and after rallying over 3 point,. 
eased off again. closing with a net gain of a 
small fraction. The increase in the dividend rate 
on Atchison pfd., though not entirely u-sex- 
pected had a strengthening influence on the 
railroad list. Some strength was imparted to

delivery would be established in the 
southern suburb. 

There are two methods of consolida- 
tion, one requiring a majority vote in 
each city, the other requiring disin- 
corporaton by South Pasadena, with a 
subsequent two-thirds vote for annex- 
ation. The procedure would be more 
complicated if the southern part of 
the southern city, mostly agricultural, 
were set off, as is contemplated.” | 

The committee figures that South 
Pasadena people would save $1000 to 
$1500 in the cost of water, under mu-

quality, so for as chemical analysis 
can determine. The analysis was as 
follows: Peel, 24.4 per cent.; solids 
in juice, 12.15 per cent.: sugar, 9.58 
per cent.: acids, .95 per cent. The 
quality for eating is superior, it being 
very sweet. It is fit to eat, so far as 
nutrition is concerned and freedom 
from the unripe taste, by the Ist of 
November, even though the skin may 
have no trace of yellow upon it yet. 
It is flattened like the tangerine: is 
about the size of a good-sized St. 
Michael, and has a light colored skin 
like the St. Michael. It is seedless, 
though an occasional orange will have 
a seed in it. Mr. Smith found the 
seedling in his nursery with a cluster 
of blossoms upon it, the only one among 
40,000 seedlings in the nursery. It dif- 
fered from other seedlings in having 
Mr. Smith has budded five 
acres of trees to this new variety, 
and expects his first crop from them 
next season.
